26. (PREVIOUSLY\pDED) The method of Claim 1, wherein said iron 
salt is ferric chloride. \

oxidizing agent comprises at least one\f the following: a hypohalite ion, a halite ion, a halate 
ion, a perhalate ion, ozone, oxon e potassmm peroxvmonopersulfate, potassium monopersulfate , 
halogen, a peroxide, a peracid, a salt of a perVid, and Caro's acid, of and a combination thereof.

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36. (PREVIOUSLY ADDED) The method of Claim 2 1 , further comprising 

adding additional irorksalt and oxidizing agent to the mixing chamber in an amount to 
substantially replace the potion of the aqueous solution delivered to the site of use.
